THE  PORT  OF  SWANSEA. 


Of  the  large  Ports  in  the  Bristol  Channel,  Swansea  is  the 
nearest  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  great  Anthracite  areas  of 
the  South  Wales  Coalfield. 

The  harbour  is  commodious,  sheltered  and  safe. 

The  docks  are  extensive  and  modern,  great  developments 
having  taken  place  in  recent  years,  and  the  largest  class  of  vessels 
is  accommodated. 

The  Swansea  district  is  a hive  of  industry,  there  being 
nearly  500  works  and  collieries  within  a radius  of  twenty  miles  of 
the  port.  Swansea  is  an  excellent  distributing  centre  for  the 
populous  districts  of  South  Wales.  The  Great  Western,  London 
and  North  Western,  Midland,  and  other  Railways  have  direct 
access  to  the  Port,  and  competition  is  keen. 

Swansea  is  one  of  the  principal  outlets  for  the  products 
of  the  Midlands,  and  is  the  home  of  the  British  Tinplate  Trade.

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The  trade  of  the  Port  is  almost  worldwide  cargoes  of  wheat 
other  cereals  and  foodstuffs  arriving  from  Australian,  Indian 
North  and  South  American  ports  (East  and  West  Coasts)  minerals 
of  all  descriptions  also  from  the  above  ports  a busy  trade  is  canied 
on  with  Belgium,  Holland,  Germany,  Denmark,  Sweden  and 
Norway  also  France,  Spain,  Portugal,  Italy,  Greece,  etc.,  in  food 
stuffs  and  other  miscellaneous  cargoes. 

The  exports  of  the  port  are  cariied  to  almost  all  ports  in 
the  world. 

NEATH  HARBOUR  AND  BRITON  FERRY  DOCK,  Etc. 

COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Mayor  and  four  selected  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Neath  and  their  Town  Clerk  for  the  time  being. 

The  Owners  (being  male  persons)  of  the  several  Estates  and 
Canals  following  : — The  Briton  Ferry  Estate,  the  Gnoll  Estate 
the  Dyffryn  Estate,  the  Neath  Abbey  Estate,  the  Tennant  Estate, 
and  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Neath  Canal  Navigation.  The 
Chief  Agent  of  the  Briton  Ferry  Estate,  the  Chief  Agent  or  Lessee 
of  the  Briton  Ferry  Iron  Works,  the  Cape  Copper  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
the  Main  Colliery  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  18  Security  Holders. 

At  Neath  Town  there  are  several  wharves,  including  the 
Corporation  Quay. 

The  Main  Colliery  Co’s  Wharves,  with  a water  frontage  of 
1,500  feet,  are  situated  in  the  estuary  of  the  River  Neath,  at  a 
distance  of  a mile  from  Briton  Ferry  Dock.  The  tipping  stages 
are  eight  in  number  and  are  so  arranged  that  three  tips  can  be 
put  to  work  simultaneously  on  the  same  vessel.  Steameis  of  800 
tons  burthen  have  arrived,  loaded  and  sailed  on  the  same  fide. 
Vessels  of  1,800  tons  burthen,  with  a draught  of  17  feet,  can  be 
easily  dealt  with  on  spring  tides. 
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In  the  River  at  Briton  Ferry  there  are  wharves  at  the 
Briton  Ferry  Iron  Works,  Briton  Ferry  Steel  Works,  Villiers 
Tinplate  Works,  Gwalia  Tinplate  Works,  and  the  Albion  Steel 
Works. 

Trading  to  the  first-named  works  are  vessels  drawing  18  to 
19  feet  of  water,  with  a burthen  of  3/3500  tons. 

The  Briton  Ferry  Steel  Co’s  Wharf  has  a frontage  of  140 
feet,  and  is  adapted  for  steamers  not  exceeding  1,000  tons  burthen. 


Thos.  W.  Ward’s  Ship  Breaking  Yard  is  situate  at  Giant’s 
Wharf,  | mile  from  Briton  Ferry  Dock.  This  Wharf  has  a total 
length  of  1 ,200  feet.

Tliere  are  22  Collieries  in  West  South  Wales  Coalfield  for 
which  the  Neath  Harbour  is  the  natural  Port  of  shipment.  There 
are  also  11  Tinplate  and  SteelWorks  in  the  Neath  and  Briton 
Ferry  Districts.  The  trade  is  with  the  North  French  Ports,  Bay 
Ports  and  Coastwise. 


PORT  TALBOT  RAILWAYS  AND  DOCKS. 

Port  Talbot  Docks  is  situate  in  Swansea  Bay  about  six 
miles  from  the  Mumbles-Head  Lighthouse  and  about  five  miles 
from  Swansea.  The  Entrance  700  feet  wide,  is  between  the 
heads  of  the  two  Breakwaters. 
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NEW  LOCK.

NEW  DOCK. 

Area  24  acres.  Width  of  Entrance  60  feet. 

OLD  DOCK. 

Area  52  acres.  Width  of  Entrance  between  Old  and  New

The  New  Lock  communicates  with  the  whole  water  space 
of  the  Docks  New  and  Old. 

The  Port  Talbot  Docks  are  the  nearest  to,  and  have  the 
cheapest  Railway  rates  from  the  upper  end  of  the  Rhondda,  the 
lower  part  of  the  Vale  of  Neath,  and  from  the  Llynvi,  Garw, 
Ogmore  and  Ely  Valleys  ; and  by  means  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway  communication  is  opened  with  the  Anthracite  and  the 
Aberdare  Coal-Fields  from  which  districts  coal  is  conveyed  at 
through  rates.

Numerous  Steel,  Iron,  Tin  and  Copper  Works  are  in  close 
proximity,  the  trade  is  general  Scandinavian,  French,  Bay, 
Mediterranean,  Soutli  American  ports  and  Coastwise. 

P0RTHCAWL. 

The  outer  harbour  is  administered  by  the  Porthcawl  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  innei  Harbour  is  administered  by  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company.  The  dock  gates  are  kept 
continually  open  making  a tidal  harbour  of  the  docks  which  is  now 
considerably  silted  with  mud  and  sand.  There  is  very  little  trade 
cairied  on  ; a few  small  vessels  coastwise  with  building  material, 
and  obsolete  war  vessels  are  brought  to  the  inner  harbour  for 
breaking  up.

“HANSA,”  s.s.  Norwegian,  Crew  18. 

Arrived  Central  Dry  Dock  from  Granville,  p.m.  tide,  January 
1st.  Master  reported  E.  Rikkes,  A.B.,  aged  25,  sick  ; upon 
examination  he  was  removed  to  the  Union  Infiimaiy  ; on  the  9th 
January,  he  was  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever. 
V.  Rassmussen,  A.B.,  was  also  removed  to  the  Union  Infirmary 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  The  vessel  was  fumigated,  fresh 
water  tanks  emptied,  cleaned,  cement-washed  and  refilled  with 
clean  fresh  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

“SKULDA,'’  s.s,  Crew  18. 

Arrived  at  Briton  Ferry  Dock  from  Granville  on  the  9th 
January.  Master  reported  no  sickness  on  board.  On  the  14th 
January  your  Assistant  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported 
that  Thomas  Krogsrud,  1st  Mate,  age  38,  and  Mikal  Trasko,  A.B., 
age  25,  were  suffering  from  Malaria  ; on  the  15th  the  last  man 
was  removed  to  the  Neath  Union  Infirmary  and  the  first  man  to 
the  Swansea  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  Byrna  Rassmussen, 
Cook,  age  23,  was  sent  to  his  home  in  Norway,  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis,  and  Ole  Olsen,  A.B.,  age  24  was  sent  home  suffering 
from  slight  Malaria  and  weakness.  The  vessel  was  fumigated, 
fresh  water  tanks  emptied,  cleaned,  cement-washed  and  re-filled 
with  clean  fresh  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

“POMEREL,”  s.s.  Crew  22. 

Arrived  King’s  Dock  February  20th,  from  Havre  via  Bristol ; 
Master  reported  all  well,  on  the  24th  notification  was  received  that 
Coz  Emile,  Steward,  age  19,  was  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever, 
owing  to  congestion  at  the  Borough  Isotation  Hospitals  he  was 
removed  on  the  25th  to  the  General  Hospital.  The  vessel  was 
fumigated  and  the  man’s  effects  were  removed  to  the  Borough 
Hospital  for  fumigation,  the  vessel  sailed  same  day  for  Newport, 
notice  was  given  to  the  Master  to  have  the  fresh  water  tanks 
emptied,- cleaned  and  cement-washed  and  re-filled  at  Newport. 
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“GLASSALT,”  s.s.,  British,  Crew  14. 

Arrived  South  Dock  Jetty,  Swansea  from  St.  Malo  p.m. 
tide,  March  27th.  Master  reported  W.  Fraser,  A.B.,  aged  22, 
sick  ; upon  examination  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  he 
found  that  the  man  was  recovering  from  an  attack  of  Measles, 
treated  on  board. 

On  April  6th,  Thomas  Williamson,  A.B.,  aged  23,  was 
reported  sick  and  was  received  into  the  General  Hospital,  on  the 
7th  he  was  reported  to  be  suffering  from  Measles,  on  the  8th  he 
was  removed  in  the  Swansea  Borough  Ambulance  to  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  (Fairwood).  The  vessel  was  fumigated 
and  all  the  crews’  effects  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital  and  fumigated  and  returned  to  the  vessel. 

“WEST  COAST.”  s.s.,  U.S.A.,  Crew  54. 

The  vessel  ariived  at  the  King’s  Dock,  Swansea  from 
Manchester,  a.m.  tide,  April  24th.  The  Master  reported  all  well 
on  arrival.  On  May  4th,  B.  D.  Tranck,  age  23,  was  reported 
sick  ; upon  examination  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  he  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Measles,  he  was  removed  in  the 
Swansea  Borough  Ambulance  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital 
(Foreshore.) 

On  May  11th  and  12th,  F.  McGirr,  aged  37,  was  examined 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  a slight  attack  of  Measles,  he  was  isolated  and  treated  on 
board  the  vessel. 

On  May  14th,  J.  S.  Versiga,  Oiler,  aged  23,  was  examined 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Measles,  he  was  removed  in  the  Swansea  Borough  Ambulance 
to  the  Borough  Hospital  (Foreshore). 

All  these  men  made  a good  recovery — the  vessel  and  men’s 
effects  were  fumigated  in  each  case. 
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‘BIDEFORD,”  s.s.,  British,  Crew  38. 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  North  Dock,  Swansea  from  La 
Plata  via  Dublin  with  the  balance  of  her  cargo,  p.m.  tide,  May 
23rd.  Master  reported  one  of  the  A.B.’s.  had  been  landed  at 
Dublin  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever,  the  vessel  was  fumigated 
and  fresh  water  cleaned  and  re-filled  at  that  port.  No 
further  cases  occurred  during  the  vessel’s  stay  at  this  port. 

“AGATOCLE,”  s.s.,  Italian,  Crew  36. 

Arrived  King’s  Dock,  Swansea  from  Bristol,  p.m.  tide,  July 
2nd.  On  the  9th  July,  notification  was  received  that  Spina 
Pasquale,  1st  Engineer,  aged  45  years,  was  suffering  from  Enteric 
Fevei  ; owing  to  congestion  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  he 
was  removed  in  the  Borough  Ambulance  to  the  General  Hospital. 
The  man’s  berth  and  effects  were  fumigated  with  sulphume  and 
the  fresh  water  tanks  emptied,  cleansed,  cement-washed  and 
re-filled  with  clean  fresh  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

“ GLENUSK,”  p.s.,  Bristol. 

Upon  arrival  from  Ilfracombe,  p.m.  tide,  August  21st,  the 
Master  reported  a case  of  suspected  Diphtheiia  on  board  ; the  case 
had  been  segregated  in  the  ladies  cabin  on  passage.  The  cabin 
was  fumigated  with  Sulphume. 

“MONTCALM,”  s s.„  French  (crew  36.) 

Arrived  King’s  Dock,  Swansea,  from  Cherbourg  on  July  27th, 
1920.  Master  reported  all  well  on  arrival.  On  September  13th, 
Alfred  Morvant,  2nd  Mate,  age  19  was  reported  sick  ; upon 
examination  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  he  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever  ; he  was  removed  in  the  Borough 
Ambulance  to  the  Swansea  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
man's  berth  and  effects  were  fumigated  with  Sulphume,  the 
fresh  water  tanks  emptied,  cleansed,  cement-washed  and  refilled 
with  clean  fresh  water  for  domestic  purposes.  The  vessel  sailed 
for  Alexandria  on  September  29th,  p.m.  tide.  No  other  cases 
occurred  on  board  this  vessel.  The  man  was  discharged  cured 
from  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  on  November  20th,  1920. 
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“ CHARLES  LE  BORGNE,’*  s.s.,  French  (crew  18.) 

Arrived  at  the  King’s  Dock,  Swansea,  fiom  Rouen  on  October 
17th,  1920.  Master  reported  all  well  on  arrival.  On  the  27th 
October,  notification  was  received  that  Edouard  Pen  in,  Fireman 
age  28,  was  suffering  from  Erysipelas;  he  was  lemoved  to  the 
Swansea  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  The  firemen’s  forecastle 
and  man’s  effects  were  fumigated  with  Sulphume.  The  man  was 
discharged  from  the  Swansea  Isolation  Hospital  on  November 
18th,  and  rejoined  the  ship  which  sailed  for  Rouen  p.m.  tide  same 
date.  No  other  cases  occurred  on  this  vessel. 

“CONSUL  BRATT,”  s.s,  Swedish  (crew  18.) 

Arrived  at  the  King’s  Dock,  Swansea,  from  Hango  (Finland) 
via  Bristol,  on  November  12th.  Master  reported  all  well  on 
arrival.  On  November  18th,  Oscar  Allen  Lundblad,  Fireman,  age 
21,  was  reported  sick  ; upon  examination  by  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  he  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Chicken  Pox  : he  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  Swansea  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  Sulphume  and  the  man’s  effects 
removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  for  further  fumigation. 
The  vessel  sailed  for  Stockholm  a.m.  tide  November  24th.  No 
other  cases  occurred  on  this  vessel. 

“COMINO,”  s.s.,  British,  Crew  44. 

This  vessel  arrived  a,m.  tide,  December  23rd  from  Bristol. 
No  sickness  reported  on  arrival  ; on  the  29th  December,  noti- 
fication was  received  that  Mr.  R.  McMeekin  the  third  Officer  was 
suffering  from  Diphtheria,  he  was  immediately  removed  in  the 
Borough  Ambulance  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  (Foreshore). 

The  patient’s  berth  and  effects  were  fumigated  with  Sulphume, 
and  his  effects  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  further 
fumigation.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 
REGULATIONS,  1916. 


The  Clinic  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  was  opened  at 
the  Swansea  General  and  Eye  Hospital,  on  April  18th,  1917. 
Verbal  and  pi inted  information  of  this  treatment  is  given  to  the 
Masters  and  Crews  of  any  vessels  entering  the  Ports  found  to  have 
any  case  of  Venereal  Disease  on  board. 

Leaflets  prepared  and  provided  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  giving  information  on  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Diseases, 
ar.d  on  facilities  for  treatment,  are  also  supplied  to  the  crews 
of  vessels  arriving,  by  your  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  82  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  have  been  sent 
to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

Up  to  the  present  time  no  arrangement  has  been  made  by 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council  for  treatment  of  these  cases  at 
Port  Talbot. 

INFLUENZA. 

J he  Local  Government  Board  on  January  7th,  1919,  issued  a 
General  Order.  The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysen- 
tery, etc.),  Regulations,  1919. 

By  Art.  2.  These  regulations  are  to  come  into  force  on 
March  1st. 

By  Art.  4.  Notice  has  to  be  given  by  the  Local  Authority  to 
all  Medical  Practitioners  resident  or  practising  within 
the  district  of  the  Local  Authority  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  these  regulations. 

By  these  regulations  Malaria,  Dysentery,  Trench  Fever,  Acute 
Primary  Pneumonia,  or  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  are  made 
notifiable  diseases,  unless  they  shall  have  been  previously  notified 
within  a period  of  six  months. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Influenza,  including  Pneumonia, 
reported  during  the  year  is  40,  of  which  one  terminated  fatally. 
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The  following  tables  are  furnished  to  me  by  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Nuslances  in  accordance  with  Article  XX.,  Section  12,  of  the 
General  Order,  1910.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1920. 


Penalties  for  failure  to  destroy  Rats  and  Mice. 


Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  take  such  steps  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  necessary  and  reasonably  practicable  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  on  or  in  any  land  of  which  he  is  the  occupier,  or  for 
preventing  such  land  from  becoming  infested  with  rats  and  mice, 
shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a fine  not  exceeding  FIVE 
POUNDS,  or  where  he  has  been  served  with  a Notice  under  this 
Act  requiring  him  to  take  such  steps,  not  exceeding  TWENTY 
POUNDS. 

The  expression  “ Occupier  ” means,  in  the  case  of  land  not 
occupied  by  any  Tenant  or  other  person,  the  Owner  of  the  land. 

The  expression  “ Land  ” includes  any  buildings,  and  any  other 
erection  on  land,  and  any  cellar,  sewer,  drain  or  culvert  in  or 
under  land. 

This  Act  shall  apply  to  a Vessel  as  if  the  Vessel  were  “ Land  ” 
and  the  Master  of  the  Vessel  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  1‘  Occupier  ” 

thereof. 

Posters  and  Notices  are  printed,  copies  of  which  were  sent 
to  the  following  owners  and  lessees  of  warehouses  and  sheds  in 
the  various  docks,  harbours  and  rivers  under  your  jurisdiction  : — 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  the  various  warehouses  and 
sheds  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  carried  out. 

Copies  of  the  Notices  are  served  upon  the  Masters  or  Officers 
in  charge  of  all  vessels  arriving  in  the  Harbours  under  your 
jurisdiction,  and  visits  of  examination  made  for  traces  of  rats 
when  possible.

Rat  guards  (circular  iron  discs  20  ins.  diameter)  are  placed 
upon  the  moorings  of  Vessels  when  possible.  When  Vessels  are 
loading  coal  cargoes  it  is  very  inconvenient  to  keep  the  guards  on 
the  Vessels  moorings,  consequently  they  are  not  used.

Customs,  and  H.M.  Board  of  Trade,  at  the  Ports  under  your  juris- 
diction also  to  the  Swansea  Harbour  Trust  and  the  Harbour 
Authorities  of  Neath,  Briton  Ferry,  Port  Talbot  and  Porthcawl, 
for  co-operation  with  the  Officers  of  the  Swansea  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  Joint  Board  in  carrying  out  their  responsible  duties.
